EMPEROR IN DANGER. 


Chicago, Oct. 19.—Today came the 


spectacular and crowning glory of the 
•week of jubilee in the shape of tire street 
parade. It started from the corner of 
Michigan avenue and Congress street 
promptly at the time scheduled, and for 
four hours it moved swiftly and' with 
scarcely a single halt through the prln- 
pipal streets In the business portion of 
the city. 


The one drawback was the weather. 


The ill-fortune which has attended the 
jubilee in this respect since the com- 
mencemnt of the ceremonies still con- 
tinued. The rain kept on, and the cold, 
damp wind of lake Michigan blew un- 
ceasingly. This made very little differ- 
ence in the column of marchers, and still 
less in the number of spectators who 
lined the sidewalks, crowded the win- 
dows and wedged themselves into every 
Dook frojp which an advantageous view 
of the parade could be had. 


The storm of the last three days 


marred in some instances the beauty of 
the decorations, but these had been i e- 
paired as far as possible, and it was 
through the streets gay with fluttering 
streamers and tossing banners, under 
arches brilliant \v ith bunting and bright 
colors that the parade moved on Its way. 
During the storm of Monday five arches 
were leveled to the ground, and by this 
morning three of tlvem had been re- 
stored in better condition than they had 
ever been. All along the line of march 
numerous stands had been erected for 


Pspectators, and fully an hour prior to 


live moving of the pageant every seat 
was occupied. It is estimated that fully 
25,000 people witnessed the parade from 
these stands. The sidewalks were packed, 
from the walls of the buildings to the 
curbs with rowg of people. 


The police arrangements were perfect 


and were carried put to the letter. The 
streets throughout the entire business 
section of the city from the river on the 
north to Van Burcn street on the south, 
and from the river on the weat to the 
lake on live east, were kept clear of all 
Vehicles of every description. 


The elevated roads were the only 


transportation lines that were able to 
continue their work without interrup- 
tion throughout the day. President Mc- 
Klnley reviewed the paradp from the 
grand stand situated In front of the 
Union League club on Jackson street. 
On the stand with him were General 
Miles, General Shatter, General Chaffee. 
Secretary Wilson, Judge Emory Speer, 


Chinese and Corean ministers and a 


boat of lesser lights. 


The greatest enthusiasm was mani- 


fested by the crowds when the men ol 
the military division went marching by 
the reviewing stand, where the president 
and the three generals stood 
Many of 


the men of the First Infantry showed 
In their faces and In their walk the 
traces of the disease that has been with 
them since leaving Santiago, but for all 
that, the regiment never conducted it- 
self with more credit thaw today. 


The Seventh Illinois infantry and the 


members of the naval reserve, many of 
whom were with Captain Clark on the 
pregon, evoked cheer after cheer as
